we are a praying, humbled, reforming Peo- 
pl-z we cannot 'be proſperous withour it : 
And cw this canting or preaching, or what 
yo pl-aſe, there have been ſuch Inftances 
of it ir the World, that 1 cannot vant 
enough to illurate it, but I'll give you 
one, that I believe, you wil little expe 
from me. 

In che late civil Wars hero, it was mani-

when prefſinghis Generals ro a better Diſct 
pline, h- eld ſome of them, he foreſaws 
that GOD did- net bleſs them for the'in- 
tolterable Wickedneſs of their Soldiers: I 
mention this, not only-to the Honour'of the 
King's Perſonal Sobriety, ' but ' as to the 
preſent Caſe, it is tothe Purpoſe; the

ſplitting on the Bottumz tu hear pwr 
_—_ blinded, iatollerable Morfters in - 
alting the Pouer that made them, and 
tho' within 6 Inches of D-ath every Mo- 
ment, dare GOD Almighty co damn them 
at erery Word. 

They tell us there was ONE, and ſal is 
the Srory, BUT ONE Man fav'd cut of the 
Aumnycy Man of War, which was loft on 
the Rocks off of Scily. Were that poor 
Creature but examin'd, and would he tell 
us faithfully, what D2mning, what Szear- 
ing, whatRaging, Curling, and Excefſes 
was he Witneſs to in that Ship, within a 
Q»arrer of an Hour b<tore they knew their 
Danger ; or jay, we were to take the whole 
Day before—— Could a Man print now a 
liv-lv Deſcription of jr, according to the 
unhappy Uſage on Board the reft, for 1 d# 
not ſry, thes Ship was worſe than another ; 
Cou'd this be repreſente1 in lively Colours 
to the Imagioation, and then }entreat you, 
do but fanfte you were in View, when in 
one Moment that het}iſh Crew were at one- 
Stroke daſh'd into Eternity—— That Death 
gave but one Knock at the Door, and made 
alt che Brrs of 'Life fl» on-n at oace, and ' 
ic the two Ships atleaſt. t wwuſanl of theſe- 
Miſerables went quick duwa into the Pit, 
with hardly Time to caft a Thought 't6> 
wards him that made them; or cry ro him 
for Mercy. 

L-t any Man, that knows what Sort of- 
People (generally fpeaking) our- Men of 
War are fiil'd with, think upoe this « ichout- 
Horror ; # be can, he \muſtbe a better 
Ctriſtian or a worſe than Iz it makes a- 
Man's Soul fhrink back, and leaves Na - 
ture in a Kind of Chill to thiok of ir. 

How to remedy this Evil, 1 confeſs, is 
difficulr, and how to think GOD Rthovld 
proſper us til} it be remedy'd, I know not 
neither; Her Majefty has cxpreſs'd a juſt : 
Concern at this, 'and F am ſatisF'd, would « 
do al) that lay in her Power roremedy it— 
['] tell yon, Ge:'tlemen of the Armies and - 
Nwvies, two Ways to have this remedy'd; - 
One is, That the Commanders,Captains.and 
Officer» ſhoav14 remedy it, 'and that muſt be - 
hrft by their own Example 4 and (ccandly, 
by firiet and exaRt Diſcipline 3 but princi- - 

pally by Exmple, which would be a happy - 
Beginning.
